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Forces marshaled 
on same-sex 
marriage issue

Gay marriage foes and sup- 
porters gathered last Thursday 
to make their voices heard at 
Free Christian Church. The 
meeting of area clergy drew a 
small contingent of Andover 
pastors from both sides of the 
issue. Meanwhile, residents and 
out-of-towners stood outside in 
the frigid cold to show their sup- 
port for gays and equal rights. 

The Colorado-based group 
Focus on the Family joined the 
Massachusetts Family Institute 
to help Protestant-based clergy 
organize and speak out against 
the November Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court ruling 
that it is unconstitutional to deny 
marriage to same-sex couples. 
Both groups were invited to 
Andover by Free Christian 
Church pastor Jack L. Daniel 
and met at the church. 

“A pastor can speak from the 
pulpit clearly. We're encourag- 
ing pastors to lead by example 
(by writing) letters to the editor 
and contacting legislators,” said 
Ronald Crews, president of the 
Massachusetts Family Institute 
and a former Georgia state legis- 
lator. 

Daniel didn’t preach on the 
subject at the church’s Sunday 
service. He said members need 
to discuss the matter rather than 
be preached at about it. He said 
members should follow their 
consciences and some may dis- 


agree with hin. 

Daniel did mention the 
Andover Townsman Web site 
poll this week on the question of 
gay marriage. The move may 
have contributed to the more 
than 225 votes this week — a sig- 
nificantly higher than usual 
number — most of which were 
against same-sex marriage. “I 


didn’t tell them how to vote.” he | 


said. 

The church's elder board, 
made of six lay people and 
Daniel, will release a letter to 
the church membership at a later 
date with a statement on same- 
sex marriage. Daniel is support- 
ing a civil union bill as a polliti- 
cal solution to the question. “I’m 


sure there are some legitimate | | 
rights denied (by denying mar- | 
riage),” said Daniel. He listed | 
inheritance rights and hospital | 


visitation as rights that could be 
given without altering the insti- 
tution of marriage. Daniel said 
he didn’t believe a civil union 
should be a legal equivalent to 
marriage. 


Andover resident Bob Zim- | 


merman was one person who 
protested the event outside Free 
Christian Church. Zimmerman 
made five poster-board signs 
with wooden handles and 
braved the elements to share his 
views. He was there for his 
daughter, Amy Zimmerman, a 
lesbian in a 12-year monoga-

Andover planners don’t 
know when the town will run | 
out of land to build on. But 
they expect it to happen in 
their lifetimes. 

In 1992, Andover had less 
than 3,000 acres left for resi- | 
dential development and was 
82 percent developed. The 
prediction at that time was 
Andover would reach satura- 
tion by 2015. 

“At this time the planning 
department is in the process of 
conducting an updated build- 
out analyses,” said Steve 
Colyer, planning director. But 
he said development is mov- 
ing slower than predicted 
when the town did its study in 
1992. 

Nevertheless, those 
involved in Andover develop- 
ment know the majority of the 
town’s easy-to-build-on land 
in gone. The town land that is

mous relationship, he said. 

Zimmerman’s daughter and 
her partner had a marriage cere- 
mony six years ago and now 
share three children. His daugh- 
ter bore one child, her partner 
two. They plan to have a fourth. 
“It was one of the best weddings 
I've ever been to. It’s the most 
normal, loving family you can 
imagine. They just have two 
mommies,” he said. Zimmer- 
man said the children do have 
male role models in their lives. 
“To say it demeans marriage is 
such a mockery,” said Zimmer- 
man. 

Zimmerman said the impor- 
tance of recognizing same-sex 
marriage rather than civil unions 
is more important than mere 
semantics. He believes the mat- 
ter will have legal consequences 
in other states, he said. Either a 
civil union or a marriage license 
might be disregarded by another 
state government, he said. But if 
a state chooses not to recognize 
a marriage license, the constitu- 
tionality of denying civil rights 


based on gender or sexual orien- 
tation can be challenged in 
court, he said. 


Other pastors 

At least four other Andover 
pastors attended the meeting. 
Andover Unitarian Universalist 
Congregation leader Ralph 
Galen questioned why Free 
Christian Church, which formed 
over the issue of abolishing slav- 
ery, would host a meeting that 
would deny rights to another 
group. “How did we get to free- 
ing the slaves? If anyone is per- 
secuted, it is gays and lesbians. 
They are second-class citizens,” 
he said. 

South Church Pastor Cal 
Mutti attended, but declined 
comment on his views. Mutti 
said there was an ongoing dis- 
cussion at his church on the mat- 
ter. South Church is scheduled 
to vote on a statement of wel- 
come that would welcome peo- 
ple of all sexual orientation into 
“full life and ministry” at the 
church. Marriage and commit- 
ment ceremonies were included 
in a list of what would constitute 


such a “full life and ministry.” 

South Church is expected to 
vote Sunday, Jan. 25, said other 
pastors. 

West Parish Church interim 
senior pastor Elizabeth King 
attended part of the meeting and 
left, disturbed by some of the lit- 
erature handed out by others 
attending, she said. One sug- 
gested allowing same-sex mar- 
riage could open the door to 
unions between humans and 
animals, adults with children 
and polygamous unions. The lit- 
erature was meant to be put in 
church bulletins, said King. 
“They were a very sophisticated 
form of propaganda,” she said. 

King said this sort of orga- 
nized movement needed to be 
responded to by a counter move- 
ment. 

She plans to meet with West 
Parish Church members after 
her regular service on Sunday. 

West Parish adopted a state- 
ment of welcome inclusive of 
people of different sexual orien- 
tations in June 2003. The state- 
ment goes on to read “We invite 
all people to share in the wor- 


ship, sacraments, membership, 
leadership and employment 
opportunities of the church.” 
King said a same-sex couple has 
never asked to be married at 
West Parish Church. 

Greek Orthodox pastor 
Christopher Makiej of Sts. Con- 
stantine and Helen Church 
attended the meeting. He said 
the Greek Orthodox view 
defined marriage as between a 
man and a woman. 

The Catholic Church was not 
represented at the meeting, but 
St. Augustine Church pastor 
Alfred Ellis said a similar mes- 
sage has been handed down by 
Boston Archbishop Sean 
O'Malley that marriage is 
between a man and a woman. 
“It’s not to condemn people. It’s 
not in the best interest of society 
or children,” said Ellis. 

Pastor David Myers of Bal- 
lardvale United Church, a Unit- 
ed Methodist and United 
Church of Christ Congregation, 
did not attend the meeting or the 
protest. Myers said last week 
that his congregation supported 
gay rights.

pushed over the state border in 
her search for an affordable two- 
bedroom condo. She eventually 
bought one in 2001 in Plaistow, 
N.H. that fit her mortgage bud- 
get of $80,000. 


Now, there is a glimmer of 


Andover housing hope for Mor- 
rison — and hundreds of others. 
Joan Duff, chairwoman of the 
Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee, said the board 
insists developers of affordable 
homes set aside housing for 
buyers with Andover ties. So, in 
projects such as Coachman’s 
Ridge, hometown connections 
do matter. 

Morrison still seems opti- 
mistic even when she hears that 
more 350 applications were dis- 
tributed for the 14 Coachman’s 
Ridge homes. 

“IT am so anxious, but also 
thrilled that I have this chance.” 
said Morrison, 33. She is a pedi- 
atric occupational therapist and 
works as an intervention spe- 
cialist at the Professional Center 
for Child Development on 
Osgood Street. 

“It’s the love for my daughter 
that I am doing this. I want her 
to experience the culture, educa- 
tion and religion opportunities 
that Andover offers,” Morrison 
said. “I am just so thrilled to 
have this chance.” 


Same old story 

Morrison's story is by no 
means a new angle on 
Andover’s housing scene. Local 
affordable housing advocates 
have been hearing affordable 
housing woes for years as 
Andover real estate has skyrock- 
eted. Currently, the average 
price of an Andover single fam- 
ily home is $544,402, according 
to the Northeast Association’s 
Board of Realtors. The condo 
market is just as hot. Twenty- 
seven condos sold in the fourth 
quarter of 2003 making the 
average price $239,683, accord- 
ing to the board. That's almost 
$40,000 more than the same 
quarter in 2002 when the aver- 
age price was $202,776.

“There is such a need for 
affordable housing as it gets 
more and more expensive,” said 
Duff of Greybirch Road, the 
Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee chairwoman. 

“We hear from senior citizens 
who can’t pay tax bills, many 
families, and parents who are 
upset that their children are 
priced out,” she said. 

Those 20 affordable condos 
in the Coachman’s Ridge lottery 
will be a mix of one-and two- 
bedroom units and sell for 
$135,000 to $153,000, accord- 
ing to Melissa Kimball, sales 
manager at the site. In accor- 
dance with the town permit filed 
for the project, 70 percent of 
those 20 units — or 14 — will be 
awarded to buyers with Andover 
ties, Kimball said. 


Coachman’s Ridge is one of 


several affordable housing pro- 
jects currently under way in 
town and has helped Andover 
reach the state’s 10 percent 
affordable housing goal. Towns 
with more than 10-percent 
affordable housing have more 
leverage in dealing with devel- 
opers, according to planners. 
But don’t look for Andover 
housing officials to back away 
from affordable housing pro- 
jects — with a preference for 
those with Andover ties — now 
that the town has met that 10 
percent. 

“Part of the permit (for 
Coachman’s Ridge) states there 
is a preference for Andover. 
That’s pretty standard,” said 
Duff. “And just because we 
reached 10 percent we will not 
stop looking for affordable 
housing.” 

She said affordable housing 
1s not only achieved through a 
Chapter 40B permit, like Coach- 
man’s Ridge, which requires 
developers of big housing com- 
plexes to set aside affordable

units. She cited Andover Com- 
munity Trust projects and a new 
non-profit group at the Andover 
Housing Authority as other 
avenues being used to get more 
affordable housing in town. 
Plus, there’s a new bylaw that 
allows affordable homes to be 
built on small lots that don’t 
meet traditional town standards, 
she said. 

Susan Garth Stott, president 
of Andover Community Trust, 
said that private group gives 
Andover residents and workers 
a preference during its selection 
process. Applications have been 
plentiful for its two homes. 

“When our first house was 
built in 2000, we had 100 appli- 
cations,” said Stott, who lives on 
Robandy Road. “And, we are 
already getting calls for our next 
house (on Heather Drive) and 
the construction has not yet 
started ... there is such a tremen- 
dous need.”

Meanwhile, Cindy Morrison 
can only mark off the days as 
the lottery date for the Coach- 
man’s Ridge units gets closer. 
She is confident that her finan- 
cial information included in the 
16-page application meets the 
guidelines. She is happily await- 
ing a confirmation letter and lot- 
tery number expected to arrive 
in about 10 days from the devel- 
oper, Pulte Homes. The lottery 
takes place on Monday, Feb. 9 
at Old Town Hall on Main Street 
at 6 p.m. 

This never married single 
mother by choice said she hasn't 
met “Mr. Right,” but loves kids 
and always wanted to be a mom. 
She adopted Katelyn from 
China in August 2002, and was 
accompanied on that trip by her 
mother. Settling in Andover 
would be the icing on the cake 
for her wonderful family life. 

She also said even if her 
number does not get pulled at 
the lottery, this experience has 
been worth it. Housing lotteries 
are a good idea for many peo- 
ple. 

“I know there are lots of oth- 
ers like me who would love the 
chance to live in Andover,” she 
said. “The reality is we can’t 
afford to ... we can only dream.”

in gone. The town land that is 
left to build on consists of many 
parcels of land that do not meet 
zoning rules or would require a 
developer to secure more special 
permits than the average devel- 
oper applied for even a decade 
ago, 

Colyer called the properties 
sll available for potential sub- 
divisions as the “crumbs” that 
were passed over when Andover 
land was a still a feast for hun- 
gry developers ready to produce 
clusters of Andover homes. 

“These are the orphan prop- 
erties that a developer wouldn't 
have touched 10, 15 years ago,” 
said Colyer. 

Years ago, subdivisions were 
built on less challenging pieces 
of Andover’s earth, land fat 
removed from the borders of 
wetlands or other protected 
areas. There were not as many 
hoops for developers to jump 
through, said Colyer. 

In 1986, the criteria for sub- 
divisions was rewritten for the 
first time since it was created in 
1954, bringing a stricter process 
for subdivision approval just 
when the ideal land was getting 
harder to find. 

“The legal aspects of the sub- 
division become a lot more 
complex. The days of old, cup- 
cake subdivisions are... over,” 
said Paul Materazzo, communi- 
ty development planner. “Files 
went from half an inch to a foot 
(in thickness). The land that’s 
left is the marginal or topo- 
graphically-challenged. That's 
what the developers are working 
with, hence the files being a foot 
deep.” 

Subdivision plans also aim 
smaller today. The number of 
homes included on blueprints 
appear modest compared to ear- 
lier neighborhoods. Instead of 
seeing proposals for 50-lot sub- 
divisions, plans tend to show

about five lots. 

“They may be smaller in size, 
but they're a lot more complicat- 
ed, which makes it interesting.” 
said Materazzo. “Those large 
pieces of land just aren't avail- 
able.” 

Occasionally, developers will 
purchase pieces of land one at a 
time, until they have acquired 
enough individual parcels to 
string together a subdivision, he 
said, 

Aisling Estates is a proposed 
10-lot subdivision that includes 
two existing dwellings off Sun- 
set Rock Road. Although most 
new subdivision sites are not 
large enough to accommodate 
10 lots, it is not uncommon for 
an otherwise new subdivision to 
include an existing building. 

Looking at the plan for Ais- 
ling Estates, Materazzo said 


developer Ray Cormier com- 
bined several parcels of land to 
create the subdivision he is 
attempting to build. “This isn’t 
the ideal route for the developer 
to go, because you carry a lot of 
overhead,” Materazzo said. 

He said dey elopers need to 
use what is available, and that 
can take some creativity. “While 
in the past it was virgin land, a 
lot of the time, now, what you 
see IS existing homes on these 
subdivisions,” Materazzo said. 

Only two large subdivision 
proposals to develop vacant 
Andover land exist in the plan- 
ning archives. Materazzo said 
the developers of these two 
plans are not actively seeking 
approval of the plans from any 
town boards. But previous 
attempts show what developers 
could have in mind for two of 


Andover’s last, large, undevel 
oped parcels of land. There are 
definitive plans for a 47-lot sub 
division on 120 acres off 
Haggetts Pond Road by Yvon 
Cormier, and a 17-lot subdivi 
sion on 36 acres off Jenkins 
Road by Mohammed Khurso 

Materazzo said there are 
fewer than 10 areas in town left 
Where a similar, large subdivi- 
sion could fit. He said he did not 
want to prematurely alarm 
neighborhoods with the exact 
locations of undeveloped land, 
but said most of the remaining 
large chunks of land lie in West 
Andover. 

“Are (developers) working on 
projects for those sites? | would 
say yes. I do hear rumblings.” he 
said. “In my mind, I know soon 
er or later something ts going to 
happen.”

Condominiums come to central Andover 


60 units, park to be created near Stevens Street Post Office, Shawsheen River

The Planning Board on Tues- 
day approved Powder Mill 
Square, a 60-unit condominium 
project to be built at the corner 
of North Main and Stevens 
streets. 

The latest plan was a slightly 
different plan than the one dis- 
cussed during public hearings, 
and the board attached 38 condi- 
tions to its approval of the pro- 
ject. 

During deliberation on Tues- 
day, board members said they 
were concerned about liability 
issues involving the public 
access to the river, and wanted 
to ensure the town could not be 
held accountable for incidents 
tied to this right of way. 

Sheila Doherty, Planning 
Board member, mentioned the 
possibility of someone drown- 
ing, and did not want to see 
future Andover residents or the 
town sued if such a tragedy were 
to happen. She added language 
to the approval she believes pro- 
tects the town from such risks. 

Planning Director Steve 
Colyer said the condition to pro- 
vide public access to the river is 
imposed by the Department of 
Environmental Protection, and 
cannot be denied by the town. 

“Judicially and fairly, | think 
(board members) made an extra- 
ordinary effort to find a middle 
ground between town depart- 
ments and the developer on 
some pretty sensitive elements 
of the plan,” said Colyer after 
the meeting. “But I think it’s a 
far superior plan to the previous 
plan.” 

An earlier proposal for Pow- 
der Mill Square had 12 more 
units — 72 in total - and also 
included office space. It would

not have included the circular 
park behind the structures that is 
included in the newly approved 
plan. 

“Actually, I think we’re more 
pleased with the current design 
for residential housing,” said 
Tom Laudani, the developer. 
“The density is low, but we're 
able to still accomplish what we 
set out to accomplish. I think it 
will be an asset to the downtown 
community.” 

Laudani said residents can 
expect to see an on-site sales 
center for prospective home 
buyers in March. Powder Mill 
Square homes will range in 
price from $300,000 to 
$500,000, he said. 

Assuming everything goes as 


planned construction should 
start in June, and the develop- 
ment should be finished in July 
2005, he said. 

“I think the plan as approved 
is exactly how it will move for- 
ward,” Laudani said. “It was 
very good news.” 


Altered plan 

When the board closed its 
public hearing on Dec. 9, it 
agreed it would later vote on 
revised plans that addressed 
concerns raised by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works in 
November. Discussion between 
the developer and DPW contin- 
ued after the Dec. 19 “final 
plans” were submitted, which 
lead to further changes and a 


new draft of the proposed plans. 
On Jan. 6, a second final plan 
was submitted to the planning 
department. During delibera- 
tion, board members were con- 
fused as to which plan to 
approve and how to take into 
consideration new information 
following the closing of the pub- 
lic hearing. 

On Tuesday, the board said it 
approved the Dec. 19 plan with 
38 conditions and the minor 
adjustments shown in the Jan. 6 
plan, after board members final- 
ly agreed all changes since Dec. 
19 were indeed minor. These 
changes include such things as 
connecting drain spouts and 
removing a staircase from an 
easement.

though it wasn't fair, it was 
easy to do. So over several 
years the people who owned 
buildings where people 
worked were forced to pay 
higher and higher taxes and, 
all the while, the town gave 
them less and less for their 
money. By 2004 the people 
owning the buildings were 
paying 40 percent more in 
taxes than the homeowners, 
while the town gave them 20 
percent less in services. For 
example the town refused to 
pick up trash or recyclables 
from the building owners.

Leadership on Iraq calls for voters to make change at 2004 ballot box 


Editor, Townsman: 

I have been silent regarding 
the war in Iraq but, with the one- 
year anniversary of this war fast 
approaching, I believe it is time 
to speak out on this issue so cen- 
tral to our nation’s well-being. 
During the past year I have 
struggled to define my position 
on this war. | now believe that 
this war was precipitous at best, 
could have been avoided through 
skillful diplomacy, creates the 
dangerous precedent of a “pre- 
emptive” military action, and is 
an expression of the administra- 
tion’s hubris, not humility, 
towards world affairs. 

In reviewing the record — at 
least the part that has been made 
public — I have substantial 
doubts as to the legitimacy of 
this war. We know that the 
ardent proponents of this war, 


who were also the planners of 


our 199] Iraqi war, Cheney, 
Wolfowitz, and Rumsfeld, 
immediately after Sept. 11 tar- 
geted military action against 
Saddam Hussein despite the 
total lack of evidence connecting 
the two. That the Bush adminis- 
tration relied on deception — o1 
at least negligent misrepresenta- 
tions — to sell their war plan 
seems clear and unassailable. 
We now know that there was no 
imminent danger of nuclear 
weapons, no threat from 
weapons of mass destruction, 
and no connection between Hus- 
sein and Al Qaeda. It has also 
become evident that this admin- 
istration failed to pursue all rea- 
sonable diplomatic opportunities 
to achieve a non-military resolu- 
tion. We now know that a credi 
ble Iraqi third party approached 
the US prior to our intervention 
with a proposal for peace pur- 
portedly from Hussein. This plan 
included full access for WMD 
investigators and reforms. Yet 
the Bush administration refused 
to even meet with this envoy and 
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explore this overture. In sum, | 
can only conclude that we — and 
our representatives in Congress 
~ were led into this war through 
intentional deceit, dangerous 
rashness, or astounding diplo- 
matic incompetence. 

The costs of this military 
intervention have been great, and 
may well have been avoidable if 
we had continued to pursue a 
policy of multi-national pressure 
on Iraq. Iraq, although not previ- 
ously connected to Al Qaeda, 
has now become home to for- 
eign terrorists. We have diverted 
enormous resources from our 
legitimate pursuit of Bin Laden 
and his lieutenants. We have lost 
the world-wide support and 
empathy for our nation that fol- 
lowed 9/11 and that placed us in 
a position of leadership to com- 
bat terrorism. The costs in 
human terms have been enor- 
mous, and continue unabated. 
Nearly 500 American soldiers 
have lost their lives, many of 
them as young as my two col- 
lege-age children. Almost 3,000 
other combatants have been 
wounded. many have 
incurred crippling injuries. The 
number of Iraqi dead and 
wounded is unknown. These 
costs have been magnified 


Too 


unnecessarily by the failure of 
Secretary Rumsfeld to listen to 
the advice of our own state 
department and to prepare ade- 
quately for the post-Hussein 
occupation. 

The financial cost to our 
country is staggering. In addition 
to the $150 billion already spent 
in Iraq, we have authorized the 
expenditure of another $87 bil- 
lion at least, a number that will 
surely climb. This money, much 
of which will be awarded to cor- 
porate friends of the administra- 
tion such as Halliburton (already 
accused of blatantly overcharg 
ing our military) and Bechtel, 
will limit our expenditures on 
important domestic programs 
such as education and health 
care, let alone homeland securi 
ty. Faced with a trillion dollar

Chinese new

HE NEW YEAR IS THOUGHT OF as a 
monster in Chinese folklore. Every 


year on the eve of the new year, the 
beast Nian — a word that now means “year” 


| in Chinese — would sweep into villages and 


swallow 
villagers 
whole. 

Myths 
differ, but 
some say 
that a Chi- 
nese god 
disguised 
as an old 
man per- 
suaded 
Nian_ to 

feast on 
more dangerous prey, the wild animals that 
threatened the lives and livelihoods of Chi- 
nese farmers. 

The myth of overcoming the beast is 
now synonymous with the arrival of the 
new year and the expression Guo Nian, 
originally “survive the beast” now means 
“Happy New Year.” 

Andover residents will enjoy stories of 
Nian and other Chinese traditions at a party 
and dinner given by the Andover Chinese 
School at West Middle School, Saturday, 
Jan. 17. Chinese music and cultural presen- 
tations will be offered from 3 to 5:30 p.m., 
with dinner from 5:30 to 6:30 p.m. at $6 for 
adults and $3 for children. After dinner, 
there will be karaoke and dancing for 
adults. 

Andover Chinese School coordinator 
Andy Zhang said the Chinese New Year is 
the biggest celebration of the year in China 
— equivalent to Christmas in America, but 
without the religious connotations. China 
virtually shuts down the week of the New 
Year for people to celebrate and visit rela- 
tives and friends. 

“You don’t want to go there to do busi- 
ness during that time,” said Zhang.

Baby teeth are apt to arrive 
In pairs, with the two middle teeth on the bottom showing up first, followed by the two 
middle teeth on the top. Next come their neighbors, the lateral incisors, then the first 
molars, followed by canines, and, finally, the second set of molars. Each set arrives 
about four months after the last

Video On Demand’s arrival is 
perfectly timed with the cold snap

NDOVER FELT LIKE THE 
ARCTIC last weekend 
and this weekend's 
forecast looks just as frigid. 
The mercury has been plung- 
ing to single digits, making it 
too darn cold to be outside. 

But that’s not a problem 
for many residents. They did 
what Joanne Boilard of Salem 
Street did last weekend. She 
cuddled up with her remote 
and tuned into her new Video 
On Demand digital program- 
ming. 

“I watched Bruce Almighty 
when it was freezing outside 
and never left my house,” said 
this married mother of three 
boys. “And, I didn’t have to 
worry about any late fees. I 
just love VOD.” 

That convenient acronym 
arrived in Andover earlier this 
month when Comcast Cable 
Communications launched its 
“Video On Demand” - or 
VOD - cable service for 
Andover’s digital cable cus- 
tomers. 

Andover cable viewers are 
among some 200,000 cus- 
tomers in North Shore com- 
munities and southern New 
Hampshire who are now 
plugged into the latest enter- 
tainment technology. The bot- 
tom line is the time factor. 
Customers can watch certain 
television shows or movies 
whenever they want to watch 
them. These viewers are not 
tied into scheduled television 
times. And they can pause, 


rewind and fast forward the 
shows as if they were watch- 
ing them on their VCRs or 
DVDs. 

“Say, you're watching 
(television cook) Emeril’s 
show and you miss something 
in the batter. You can rewind 
and get it,” explained Marc 
Goodman, a Comcast 
spokesman. “It’s convenient 
and our customers like that.” 

Boilard agreed that conve- 
nience is what makes the ser- 
vice so popular. 

“T couldn't watch Sex and 
the City on Sunday night, so I 
will watch it on Monday,” she 
said. “You have 24 hours to 
watch a show you missed. 

“VOD is just fab.” 

There are requirements for 
the service. For example, in 
addition to being a digital 
cable customer with a special 
box and remote, viewers need 
a certain level of cable ser- 
vice. You have to have HBO 
service for starters. 

Plus, the charge for watch- 
ing popular movies is $3.95 
and a dollar less for older 
movies. 

Goodman said VOD view- 
ers can expect their cable bill 
to go up at least $10 a month. 
But some consider it a small 
price to pay for the conve- 
nience. 

“T am a happy customer 
and everyone I know who has 
it, loves it,” said Boilard. “You 
are able to watch program- 
ming when you have the 
time.” 
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Just how cold was it last week?

“T always wear four,” he said. 
Lutsch said he will occasionally 


warm up in the truck when he has to, as the other tree department 
workers do, but the weather does not stop them from getting the 
job done. His department has to keep to its schedule, cutting tree 
limbs that obscure the view of drivers or pose other hazards. 
Tree department workers are guaranteed to get a break from 
cold winds beating against them if it snows. Since tree department 
workers double as snowplow drivers for the town, a big storm can 
pull them away from their work outside and put them behind the 
seat of a plow. One way or another, Lutsch and company are fight- 
ing winter weather. ;

“Support from those who work in various 
town buildings was just incredible,” said 
Doherty, who helped direct cards, letters and 
packages overseas during the recent holi- 
days. “Just incredible.” 

He said town workers from Andover sent 
750 holiday cards overseas that were sure to 
cheer up troops stationed in Iraq, Kuwait 
and Afghanistan. 

He worked from a list of 100 names of 
serving soldiers that was compiled by 
retired senior officers. Most of those soldiers 
are not local, but they made the list because 
they are facing tough times in addition to 
serving the country at holiday time. Doher- 
ty said some didn’t have much contact with 
family, some were recently divorced and 
others had lost close friends in the war. 

“You've got to understand that any con- 
tact with home is good news for those serv- 
ing.” Doherty said. “It really makes their 
day. | remember when [| got a draft letter 
while I was already in Vietnam. It was an 
error, but it was a letter from home and that 
was what mattered. It made all of us guys 
laugh, too.” 

Town workers selected names from the 
list supplied by Doherty, wrote cards and 
letters to the soldiers. Doherty helped with 
the massive mailing.

Sun damage still 
feared in winter 


Feeling pale? Most New 
Englanders are this time of year. 
Yet people need to take precau- 
tions from winter sun exposure. 

Skin cancer is the most com- 
mon type of cancer in the Unit- 
ed States. It can result from 
long-term over exposure to 
ultraviolet radiation (UV rays). 
Having a tan, natural or artifi- 
cial, is a sign that the skin has 
already been damaged. UV ray- 
damaged skin cells can lead to 
one of three types of skin can- 
cer: basal cell carcinoma, squa- 
mous cell carcinoma and 
melanoma. The American Can- 
cer Society estimates there were 
54,200 new cases of melanoma 
in the US in 2003. Fortunately, 
skin cancers are preventable and 
highly curable if found and 
treated early. 

Since UV rays penetrate 
cloud cover and are not affected 
by temperature, protecting skin 
is a must all year, not just during 
the summer months. UV radia- 
tion is also reflected or scattered 
by different surfaces. Snow, for 
example, can reflect as much as 
80 percent of UV radiation and 
UV levels increase significantly 
as altitude increases. Winter 
sports such as skiing can present 


UV exposure as intense as a day 
at the beach. 

People taking winter cruises 
or tropical vacations should also 
use caution. Sand may reflect as 
much as 15 percent of UV rays 
and sea foam as much as 25 per- 
cent. While the sun may not 
climb as high during the winter 
months, UV levels are still 
strong during mid-day and the 
sun’s intensity is greatest near 
the equator. 

Winter trips to tanning 
booths cause exposure to UV 
rays, just as the sun does. In fact, 
a recent study by the National 
Cancer Institute found that using 
tannmg booths more than once a 
month can increase the risk of 
getting skin cancer by 150 per- 
cent. 

Several risk factors increase 
the chance of skin cancer, but 
everyone is at risk of developing 
the disease. Some of these risk 
factors include: having fair skin 
that freckles easily; living in 
warm climates with high sun 
exposure and/or high altitudes; 
occupational exposure, such as 
working outdoors; overall life- 
time exposure to the sun; and 
having many moles.

Try squash, 
racquetball, aerobics or yoga.

for the sake of their teeth. The 
task is easier said than done, not 
just when will power is on short 
order but because sugar shows 
up in some surprising places. It 
is not shocking that dentists rec- 
ommend controlling the intake 
of soft, sweet foods like candy, 
cakes and cookies. Some 
sources of sugar, however, aren’t 
as obvious. Carbohydrates 
found in crackers, breads and 
even pizza quickly break down 
into sugar and, as far as the 
mouth is concerned, can have an 
impact similar to sugary treats. 
Other seemingly healthy foods 
such as raisins and other dried 
fruits spend more time in the 
mouth because they’re sticky 
and hard to chew, leaving more 
time for sugars to do their dam- 
age. 
“Hundreds of types of bacte- 
ria live in the human mouth. 


They cling to the surfaces of 
teeth and, if not removed, form a 
colorless, sticky film called 
plaque,” said dentist Max 
Anderson, an oral health advisor 
for Delta Dental Plans Associa- 
tion. “Cavity-causing organisms 
within the plaque feed on sugar 
and turn it into acid, which 
attacks tooth enamel and causes 
tooth decay.” 

Anderson recommends read- 
ing labels closely to understand 
just how much sugar people are 
putting into their mouths. Keep 
an eye out for ingredients like 
white or brown sugar, honey, 
molasses and syrups, as well as 
for ingredients with names like 
fructose, sucrose, glucose, com 
syrup and maltose. All are vari- 
ous forms of sugar. When it’s 
time to reach for a snack, consid- 
er healthier choices like cheese, 
yogurt, fruit and nuts. When sug-

ary or carbohydrate-rich foods 
are on the menu, eating them in 
combination with other foods is 
better than eating them alone. 
The body produces more saliva 
to help digest larger meals, 
which washes away more food 
and helps neutralize harmful 
acids before they can attack 
teeth. 

“It’s not realistic to banish 
sugar and carbohydrates from 
your diet, but understanding 
their sources and following a 
program of good oral hygiene 
can help counteract sugar’s 
effects,” said Anderson. “It’s 
always a good idea to brush after 
meals and snacks at least twice a 
day, floss at least once a day and 
visit your dentist regularly.

Here are some tips to protect 
skin from harmful UV rays 
throughout the year: 

¢ Avoid exposure to mid-day 
sun, 10 a.m. to 3 p.m., when UV 
rays are most dangerous. 

¢ Use sunscreen with a sun 
protective factor (SPF) of 15 or 
higher when spending time out- 
doors. Remember to reapply 
sunscreen every | to 14 hours. 

¢ Wear protective clothing 
such as hats and long-sleeved 
shirts that block the sun’s rays. 

* Protect young children from 
the sun’s rays. The damaging 
effects of UV radiation can 
begin in childhood. 

¢ Be careful when taking cer- 
tain medications that may cause 
the skin to burn more easily. 
Check with a doctor or pharma- 
cist to determine if the medica- 
tion could be a problem. 

¢ Avoid sun lamps and tan- 
ning booths. 

Skin cancer, especially 
melanoma, can be deadly. By 
taking steps to prevent sun dam- 
age and detect symptoms early, 
people can protect themselves. 
They can ask their doctors to 
evaluate their skin during exam- 
inations.

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How to live with the ‘silent killer,’ diabetes 


(METRO) - There are 17 
million people in the United 
States who have diabetes. 


Unfortunately, 5.9 million of 


those don’t know it. That’s why 
diabetes is often known as the 


“silent killer”” Without a blood 
test or evident symptoms, it is 
quite difficult for people to 
detect if they are suffering from 
the disease or disorder.

stay alive. It accounts for 5 to 10 
percent of diabetes. Type II is a 
metabolic disorder resulting 
from the body’s inability to 
make enough, or properly use. 
insulin. It is the most common 
form of the disease. Type II dia- 
betes accounts for 90 to 95 per- 
cent of diabetes. A greater 
prevalence of obesity and seden- 
tary lifestyles in this country is 
quickly pushing diabetes to epi- 
demic proportions. 

As a result, exercise should 
be a major part of a general 
health program for a diabetic. 
According to Dr. Russell D. 
White, M.D., a contributor to 
The Physician and Sportsmedi- 
cine, a regular exercise program 
can help stabilize blood sugar, 
reduce the need for insulin and 
medication, and keep weight 
under control. Diabetes increas- 
es the risk of heart disease, but 


exercise can lower it. Best of all, 
exercise helps people get more 
out of life. 

However, because of the risks 
associated with the diabetes, a 
complete health evaluation by a 
health-care provider should pre- 
cede any new exercise program. 
A professional may also be able 
to recommend certain activities 
that are safe for a person's par- 
ticular lifestyle. 


GET PHYSICAL 
In general, aerobic activities 
are some of the best ways to 
keep in shape and control the 
disease, say health experts and 
online sources. Exercises like 
walking, jogging, biking or 
swimming can raise the pulse 
and make a person breathe hard- 
er. To get maximum benefits, a 
person should do 30 minutes or

“Allergens are usually harmless 
substances for most people, but 
they trigger physical reactions in 
people who are sensitive to 
them.

According to Johnson, these 
reactions are the body’s way of 
ridding itself of the irritating 
allergens. Sneezing expels them 
from the nose, and tears wash 
them from the eyes.

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(METRO) - A growing pro- 
portion of American children, 
adolescents and adults are over- 
weight, according to an article 
published in the “Morbidity and 
Mortality Weekly Report” by the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. The latest analysis 
from the third National Health 
and Nutrition Examination Sur- 
vey, conducted from 1988 to 
1994 by CDC’s National Center 


for Health Statistics, shows that 
nearly 14 percent of children 
ages 6 to 11, 12 percent of ado- 
lescents ages 12 to 17, and 35 
percent of adults ages 20 and 
older are overweight.

of the US food supply is grown 
using organic methods. Organic 
farmers use crop rotation meth- 
ods and often cover crops to 
disrupt the habitat for weeds, 
insects and disease organisms. 
Organic meat, dairy and 
eggs come from animals that 
are fed organic feed. These ani- 
mals must also be allowed to 


live in a way that accommodates 
their natural behavior — cows, for 
example, are able to graze in a 
pasture. The animals are vacci- 
nated against disease but cannot 
be given antibiotics or medica- 
tions. Preventative measures on 
organic farms such as rotational 
grazing, a balanced diet and san- 
itary housing are used to keep 
the animals healthy. 


Why are organic foods 
more expensive than others? 

Starting an organic farm 
requires the capital to cover 
cleanup of pollution left in the 
soil from past pesticides. In addi- 
tion, organic foods must meet 
stricter regulations than conven- 
tional foods, and intensive man- 
agement is required to ensure 
quality products. The cost of this 
labor is often more expensive

than the chemicals used to pro- 
tect crops on a conventional 
farm. 

There have been no conclu- 
sive studies done to show that 
organic food is more nutritious 
than traditional fare. However, a 
2002 report from the Organic 
Materials Review Institute indi- 
cates that organic food is far less 
likely to contain pesticide 
residues — only 13 percent of 
organic produce samples com- 
pared with 71 percent of conven- 
tional produce samples con- 
tained pesticide residues, when 
long-banned persistent pesti- 
cides were excluded.

TOGETHER — When families take 
up a new fitness hobby together, 
like bicycling, field hockey or 
roller skating, they'll always 
have somebody around to play 
or talk with about the sport. 
Consider taking tennis lessons 
with kids at the local club, or 
just lace up the sneakers “and let 
trial-and-error be one’s guide. 
Besides, what better way could 
there be for children to learn 
about sportsmanship than from 
an adult? 

* RUN FOR “IT”? — Outdoor 
children’s games such as “Tag” 
or “Red Rover” are usually high 
energy. There are millions of 
games to play, so once the kids 
tire of being “‘it,” try a different 
one. Use games to give kids a 
lesson in social studies. Search 
the Web to find out how to play 
Da Ga, a game from Ghana, or 
Australia’s Down, Down, Down 
game. 

* Use TV TIME WISELY - 
There’s nothing wrong with 
watching some TV, just work a 
bit of fitness into the mix. There 
are plenty of kid-friendly fitness 
videos and DVDs out there. 

* FOCUS ON NUTRITION — 
Healthy food is a key element to 
a fit life. Invite the kids into the 
kitchen, and let them help pre- 
pare the meals. Encourage them 
to stir, knead, mix and help gath- 
er ingredients. When cooking 
together, don’t forget to talk 
about the foods that make up a 
balanced diet. 

These ideas make it easy to 
improve fitness and well-being 
together as a family.
